Additionally, we weren't sure if you wanted to include a reference to the word count process in Section 115 of Election 
Code in the manual or not, but I included it below for you to look at. 


Sec. 115. Word Count. 

Counting of words, for the purposes of this Code, shall be as follows: 

(a) Punctuation is not counted. 

(b) Each word shall be counted as one word except as specified in this section. 

(c) All geographical names shall be considered as one word; for example, “City of Los Angeles" shall be 
counted as one word. 

(d) Each abbreviation for a word, phrase, or expression shall be counted as one word. 

(e) Hyphenated words that appear in any generally available standard reference dictionary, published in the 
United States at any time within the 10 calendar years immediately preceding the election for which the words are 
counted, shall be considered as one word. Each part of all other hyphenated words shall be counted as a separate word. 

(f) Dates consisting of a combination of words and digits shall be counted as two words. Dates consisting only 
of a combination of digits shall be counted as one word. 

(g) Any number consisting of a digit or digits shall be considered as one word. Any number which is spelled, 
such as “one”, shall be considered as a separate word or words. For example, “one” shall be counted as one word 
whereas “one hundred” shall be counted as two words. “100” shall be counted as one word. 

(h) Telephone numbers shall be counted as one word. 

(i) Internet web site addresses shall be counted as one word. 

0 ) This section shall not apply to counting words for ballot designations under Section 306, unless otherwise 
provided in that Section.
